We  dig  our  trees  with  a whole-root  system,  selecting 
only  the  perfect  trees  for  orders;  we  pack  for  shipment  very 
carefully,  using  an  abundance  of  the  best  available  preservative. 

If,  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  the  trees  die  after  being 
planted  by  our  customers,  we  will  furnish  additional  trees  of 
the  same  variety  and  size  to  cover  the  loss,  at  one-half  the 
prices  quoted  herein.  Orders  for  trees  to  replace  a loss  must  be 
accompanied  by  a remittance  of  the  half  price.  Shipment  will  be 
made  by  freight  or  express  collect,  as  desired. 

We  exercise  all  possible  care  to  have  all  stock  well  rooted, 
well  grown,  healthy,  true  to  name,  properly  packed,  and  shipped 
according  to  instructions.  <I't  is,  however,  mutually  agreed  be- 
tween the  purchaser  and  ourselves  that  our  liability  under  the 
foregoing  is  limited  in  amount  to  the  original  price  received.

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Notes  on  Tree  Planting 


TREE 

SELECTION 

The  trees  with 
which  you  start  are 
the  foundation  of 
your  future.  Be 
sure  you  plant  the 
right  varieties, 
grown  right,  and 
the  future  care, 
cultivation  and  at- 
tention, which  is 
the  real  cost  of  all 
trees,  will  not  be 
wasted.

Heeling  in  Trees. 

CARE  OF  TREES  ON  ARRIVAL 

Never  allow  the  roots  of  the  trees 
to  become  dry.  On  arrival  of  trees 
from  Nursery,  if  unable  to  plant  im- 
mediately, they  should  be  heeled  in  as 
shown  above.  This  is  done  by  digging 
a trench  straight  down  on  one  side, 
sloping  out  to  the  ground  level  on  the 
other.  Care  should  be  taken  that  the 
roots  are  well  covered,  with  earth  well 
packed  and  settled  around  them;  use 
some  water  and  tread.  Ftrom  this 
heeling- in  place  they  may  be  taken  out 
as  needed  for  planting,  and  carefully 
protected  from  the  sun  with  damp  bur- 
lap until  planted  in  the 
^ field. 

fi;„  PRUNING 

Some  kinds  of  nursery 
trees  must  be  pruned  be- 
fore shipping.  Others  are 
not  pruned.  It  is  a,  safe 
rule  with  practically  all 
plants  that  the  tops 
should  be  cut  back  before 
planting.  We  are  willing 
to  do  this  for  our  custom- 
ers upon  request.  All 
and  mutilated 


broken 

portions  of  roots  should  be  cut  off  so  as 
to  leave  ends  sound  and  smooth.  Re- 
move the  greater  portion  of  fibrous  roots, 
leaving  the  main  or  laterals  from  one- 
sixteenth  inch  in  diameter  and  upwards. 

PLANTING 

Plant  trees  at  the  same  depth  as  they 
stood  in  the  nursery  rows.  This  point 
can  be  determined  by  the  earth 
marks.  Some  trees  are  very 
much  injured  by  too  deep 
planting,  and  it  is  a safe 
rule  with  all  trees  and 
shrubs  to  set  them  a 
little  higher  than  they 
grew  rather  than  lower. 

Dig  hole  large  and  deep 
enough  to  admit  roots 
without  cramping.  Spread

Don’t  be  afraid  of  soil- 
ing hands  or  clothes 
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roots  carefully  by  hand,  and  pack  the  earth  well  around 
them,  using  pulverized  earth.  When  the  hole  is  three- 
quarters  filled  up,  pack  thoroughly  with  the  feet,  then 
pour  in  from  one  to  three  buckets  of  water,  according  to 
the  size  of  the  tree,  and  the  amount  of  earth  to  be  mois- 
tened. As  the  water  sinks  down  into  the  earth  it  settles 
the  ground  around  the  roots  better  than  it  can  be  done  in 
any  other  way.  So  don’t  be  afraid  to  use  plenty  of  water. 
After  the  water  settles,  fill  the  hole  up  two  or  three  inches 
above  the  level  with  loose  moist  soil. 


GENERAL  CARE 


After  carefully  planting  trees  or 
receive  such  care  and  attention  as 
will  keep  them  in  thrifty  growing 
condition. 

To  bring  about  this  condition  they 
must  be  cultivated  frequently,  fertil- 
ized from  time  to  time,  and  kept  free 
from  insects  and  diseases. 

Keep  the  ground  around  trees  and 
plants  free  from  weeds,  because  they 
deprive  the  trees  of  needed  moisture. 

One  of  the  most  important  objects 
of  cultivation  is  conservation  of  mois- 
ture; this  is  accomplished  by  keeping 
a dust  mulch  around  the  trees.  After 
a heavy  rain,  when  the  ground  begins 
to  dry  you  should  break  up  the  crust 
and  keep  the  ground  well  pulverized.

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FERTILIZE 

To  fertilize  small  trees  the  fertiliz- 
er should  be  spread  in  a band  around 
the  tree  about  one  foot  back  from  the 
trunk,  as  the  trees  grow  older,  spread 
the  fertilizer  in  a wider  band.
